The bill will be put before the 
full House for a vote Wednesday 
and will be the first. order of 
business, House Speaker George 
Smith II said. 


And it will pass with a “com- 
fortable majority,” predicted 
House floor leader Frank S. Twit- 
ty, who said the bill will encounter 
only minor opposition. 


A companion bill to the House 
measure easily passed the Senate 
Highways Committee earlier Tues- 
day. Members of the committee 
had only questions and no oppo- 
sition. 


The Senate bill authorizes the 
State Highway Board to enter into 
lease agreements with various 
state authorities to provide the 
money to retire the bond certifi- 
cates. The House bill sets up a 
State Highway Authority to spend 


the $100 million bond issue. 


Sen. Carl Sanders of Augusta, 
speaker pro tem and administra- 
tion floor leader, said the bond 
issue cah be floated without ‘‘one 
dime of additional tax money.” 

He said the State Highway De- 
partment, under the recently ap- 
proved constitutional amendment 
on gasoline tax revenues, will get

WASHINGTON — The United 
States Supreme Court refused 
Tuesday to delay enforcement of 
a lower court order integrating 
the University of Georgia. 


The high court tersely denied- 


the motion for supersedeas, filed 
by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook to 
stay the execution of an order 
by U.S. District Judge W. A. 
Bootle for the admission of two 
Negroes to the university. 


Thus did the State of Georgia 
seem to be nearing the end of the 
road in its long fight to prevent 
desegregation of its university 
system. 


JUDGE TUTTLE RULES 

Judge Bootle, in Macon, had 
granted a stay Monday in his 
earlier order for the two Negroes 
to be admitted to the university 
in Athens. But U.S. Circuit Judge 
Elbert Tuttle, in Atlanta, prompt- 
ly set the stay aside. 


Attorney General Cook, in an 
appeal of Judge Tuttle’s action, 
flew to Washington Tuesday and 
filed his last-ditch motion with 
Associate Justice Hugo Black 
|Cook asked that the integration 
‘order be stayed pending an ap- 
/peal to the U.S. Circuit Court of 
| Appeals. 


Justice Black is assigned as a 
‘supervisor of the federal judicial 
circuit in which Georgia is locat- 
ed and was empowered to receive | 
‘and act on the motion, himself, in | 
| behalf of the Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Backers 
of President - elect John F. Ken- 
nedy’s proposal to finance medical 
care for the elderly through So- 
cial Security taxes won a 
victory Tuesday at the White 
House conference on aging. 


The Kennedy supporters won a 
96-to-77 majority for their plan in 
seven workshops assigned to 
make recommendations on financ- 
ing medical costs of older persons. 


STRIKES AT AMA 


The vote was a victory for or- 
ganized labor and its allies and 
a blow to the American Medical 
Association, insurance firms and 
business groups who favor a fed- 
eral-state plan of medical care 
signed into law last year by 
President Eisenhower. 


Balloting on the program, which 
would require higher social secur- 
ity taxes on workers and their em- 
ployer, was unofficial. But it 
clearly showed the tide of senti- 
ment in the seven groups. 


Charles Schottland, former Social 
Security commissioner who heads 
the section that will vote formally 
on the red-hot issue Wednesday, 
said he expected it to win approv- 
al of the 260 delegates who will 
ballot on the issue. 


The medical care controversy 
sharply split the White House 
meeting and triggered angry 
charges by AMA leaders and 
union spokesmen.

Socialists 
Ask Truce 
In Belgium 


BRUSSELS (UPI) — The Social- 
ist Party appealed Tuesday in 
Parliament for a negotiated end 
to Belgium’s strike crisis as new 
violence erupted in four cities. 


The formal appeal by Achilles 
Van Acker, leader of the Socialist 
Party, and immediate conciliatory 
gestures by the government 
raised hopes the strike would be 
called off soon.

Gov. Vandiver’s denunciation of Judge 
Bootle was ill-advised and we wish he 
hadn’t hurt a brave performance by de- 
livering the peevish postscript. Knowing 
the facts behind the governor's actions, 
however, we do not propose to engage in 
censure. 


Vandiver stood almost alone at times 
on Monday night when he made his de- 
cision to keep the university open even 
though it meant repeal of the segregation 
law. Sen. Carl Sanders and Rep. Frank 
Twitty stood like rock with him. But 
many other advisers spoke harshly and 
plainly in their opposition to the gover- 
nor’s course. 


And the governor's response to them 
was equally plain—the decision for an 
open university was his, it was made, and 
it was final. He turned to the legislature 
and asked for repeal of the funds cut-off. 
And the chips, so far as Ernest Vandiver 
was concerned, could fall where they 
might. 

Then Judge Bootle’s injunction for- 
bidding the temporary closing of the uni- 
versity while the legislature considered 
the repeal actually got many legislators 
off the hook. They were privately pleased 
to let the courts, and not their votes, do 
their job.

A weakness of Vandiver’s telegram 
lay in his complaint that the judge had 
usurped the legislature’s right to deal 
with the matter. The judge’s entirely 
legal response could be that the legisla- 
ture forfeited the right by refusing to 
act until the court acted—as it seems 
dangerously intent upon doing in the 
public school crisis also. 

It would have been healthful in the 
long run for the legislature to have voted 
now for an open university, under Van- 
diver’s lead, rather than to have gone on 


reclining behind the cushion of court or- _ 


ders. Judge Bootle weighed this against 
the harm of a temporary close-down of 
the university, then enjoined it. 

Legislative action to repeal the segre- 
gation law thereupon collapsed in a sigh 
of relief from relaxing legislators. The 
governor blew off too much steam after 
a tense exhibition of political bravery, 
but he again assured Georgia that he will 
abide by the law. 

And the executive and legislative 


branches alike are now in position to 


keep this university “usurpation” from 
occurring again in the public schools if 
they will act now to make new laws 
which will keep the schools in their 
hands, and out of the court’s hands. If 
they again surrender the initiative to the 
courts, they may again find the courts 
will keep it—and order desegregation 
without controls. They will then have no 
more ground for indignation than they 
have today. The facts are visible.

Out of Step in Georgia 


Revision of Georgia’s criminal code, 
requested by the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion and Piedmont Circuit Sol. Gen. Al- 
fred Quillian as president of the Solicitor 
Generals Association, is about 25 years 
overdue. 

What the groups are seeking is the 
establishment of a legislative commit- 
tee to study and revise the code in a 
similar manner as a legislative commit- 
tee did with insurance laws several years 
ago. 

That is the least that should be done. 

But while awaiting a general revi- 
sion of the code, it would be well for the 
General Assembly to take the bull by the 
horns in changing some _ inequitable 
courtroom procedures, including the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Outlawing the _ special privilege 
law pertaining to grand jury defenses by 
state and county officials or else let it 
apply to everyone accused of wrong- 
doing. 

2. Make it mandatory that the judge, 
with the record of the accused before 
him, set sentence after guilt has been 
established by a trial jury. 

3. Permit the accused to testify under 
oath and be subject to cross-examination. 


Are Flying Around 


Now that the outcome. is inevitable, it is 
possible for thoughtful legislators to see the 


mistake of the ‘1956 law calling for a cutoff of 


funds. It becomes the vehicle for forcing inte- 
gration and is an obstacle to controlling it. In-

During negotiations between 
the AEC and the contractor over 
a terminating agreement, Con- 
gress learned of Wenzell’s role.

Not many people walk with lanterns any- 
more. Some probably never saw one. In the 
good old days, people in the country never went 


out at night without one. The lantern gave out a small circle of 
light that lighted the next step or two ahead.

In most of our problems and 
troubles, it is possible to know 
what to do next. God does give 
us that. It may be a very small 
step. It may seem too small to 
bother to take but unless you 
take it you will not get very far 
along the way. This is the part 
of the philosophy of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. You cannot han- 


dle the future but you can handle 
the day you have. You may feel 
unable to change your life but 
you can do the thing that is at 
hand. 


When tragedy and sorrow 
come, some people fall down 
under the threat of the dark 
future. They feel sure they can- 
not go on. But certain simple 
things can be done such as eat- 
ing something or going for a 
walk or meeting the ordinary 
demands of the moment. These 
steps can be the key to the fu- 
ture and strength for these sim- 
ple steps usually comes. 


We get disturbed over the 
problems of our day but fail to 
do what we can to solve them 
We are concerned over race 
prejudice and fail to deal with 
it in our own hearts. We talk 
about the breakdown in morals 
and are not careful about our 
own thoughts and actions. We 
talk about the national debt and 
are careless about paying our 
own bills. We decry alcoholism 
while sipping cocktails. 

The place to start changing 
things is where you are. Take 
the next <tep and keep walking.

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‘Assembly Isn’t 
Bound by Writ, 
Grayson Hints 


A Savannah senator Tuesday raised the possibility 
that the Georgia Legislature can make its own decisions 
in the University of Georgia integration matter despite 


a federal court injunction. 


The hint was raised in parlia- 
mentary inquiries by Sen. Spence 
M. Grayson to Lt. Gov. Garland 
Byrd, Senate president, as the 
Senate learned that U.S. District 
Judge W. A. Bootle had tem- 
porarily enjoined Gov. Vandiver 
from cutting off university funds. 


Byrd told reporters his under- 
standing of the import of Gray- 
son’s questions was that the Gen- 
eral Assembly, being a sovereign 
body, can make its own moves 
and “see if he (Judge Bootle) 
could enjoin the General Assem- 
bly.” 


The lieutenant governor, both in 
comments to newsmen and in an- 
swer to Grayson’s questions, said 
he knows of no instance where a 
federal court has enjoined a Legis- 
lature—except possibly in Louisi- 
ana. 


Grayson first wanted to know if 
he was correct in assuming that 
Vandiver had no control over the 
university, except as budget offi- 
cer. His question pointed out that 
funds go from the University Sys- 
tem to the Board of Regents and 
then to the university. 


Byrd said he was correct. 


Then Grayson inquired if Byrd 
knew of any instance where the 
courts have restrained ‘‘a judicial 
body in this state.” 


The lieutenant governor replied 
that he would “never admit that 
this is not a sovereign body.”’ And 
he said the General Assembly ‘“‘is 
not restrained” from acting. 


Grayson himself would make no 
comment for quotation on just 
what his questions implied. Earli- 
er, when he was asked about his 
position on Vandiver’s request 
that the Legislature repeal the 
fund-halting provision, Grayson 
said he’d “make that decision 
when the bill hits the floor.”’ 


In other actions Tuesday, the 
Senate formally received its first 
bills, a companion measure to the 
administration’s road maintenance 
bond program and _ two_ local 


measures to promote industry in 
Chatham County. 


Sen. Erwin Mitchell also pre- 
sented the Senate a two-bill pack- 
age aimed at meeting the com- 
mon schools integration crisis. 
The bills, similar to ones intro- 
duced Monday in the House, will 
be given first reading Wednesday. 


One bill would strike from state 
law books all school segregation 
statutes and the other will estab-

Maybe that’s why so many pa- 
tients don’t realize how freely 
they can talk to a doctor without 
any reason for embarrassment. 
The doctor cannot say to a shy 


patient, “Come, come, now. Mrs. 
Jones told me that ..,. " We just 
can't do it. 


But believe me, by the time a 
doctor has completed his train- 
ing and been an intern and hung 
up his shingle he has a thorough 
awareness of the kinds of ques- 
tions patients really want to ask, 
and he accepts them matter-of- 
factly. 


To get to today’s question: A 
word to a doctor on the subject 
often will disclose that he has on 
hand some leaflets and simple 
charts which tell the whole story. 


In brief: Pregnancy is possible 
during the time in which the 
ovum, or egg, has left the ovary 
and begins to move into the Fal- 
lopian tube. 


Usually this time of fertility 
lasts for a day or two, or in any 
event that is the duration of maxi- 
mum fertility. 


For a woman with the ordinary 
28-day cycle, this time of peak 
fertility usually will start 12 to 
16 days after the beginning of the 
menstrual period—some auithori- 
ties believe that this time comes 
at the 14th day, or exactly in the 


the beginning of the last period 
and 14 days before the beginning 
of the next one. Others think 
there is some variation, of a day

The surest sign is that when the 
ovum begins its journey through 
the Fallopian tube, the body’s 
temperature abruptly rises about 
half a degree or so. (‘Some—not 
all — women can feel a small, 
sharp pain at the time this 
starts.) 


The rise indicates the beginning 
of the fertile time. The rise is so 
small that some other factor can 
cause just as large a change in 
temperature: A_ cold, fatigue, 
nerve strain, whooping things up 
at a party the night before, and 
so on. So you have to be careful 
in taking your temperature and 
watching out for these other fac- 
tors. (Taking rectal temperaturé 
is more accurate.) 


Anyway, that’s the basic out- 
line of how to determine, by keep- 
ing a daily temperature chart for 
two or three or more months, to 
determine the pattern of an in- 
dividual’s ‘‘fertility cycle.”

A 57-year-old furniture store 
operator Tuesday was beaten by 
a robber in his store on busy 
Georgia Avenue, SE, police said. 


Henry Anderson Ward, of 510 
Lynnhaven Dr., SW, was admit- 
ted to Grady Hospital with mul- 
tiple head injuries which police 
said were inflicted with a heavy 
metal bar. His condition was de- 
scribed as extremely grave. 

Detectives M. A. Johnson and 
G. A. Royal said the robber, be- 
lieved to be a Negro, grabbed up 
a handful of money from the cash 
register and fled the store. 


Two $5 bills and a $1 bill were 
found on the floor where they evi- 
dently were dropped during the 


hasty exit. Another $1 was found 
/on the cash register. The open 
cash till still contained silver 


| coins. 


Investigators also found a heavy 


-metal bar wrapped in a brown 


paper sack lying beside the un- 
conscious man, below the cash 
register. The bar was four inches 
wide, half an inch thick, two feet 
long and weighed about 15 pounds. 


Detectives said Ward had been 
struck 6 to 12 heavy blows 
about the head, with the narrow 
side of the bar. They said the 
blows “cut like a knife.”’ 

Dents were found in the side of 
a pasteboard carton beside the 
body, indicating several of the 
blows were delivered after the 
victim lay helpless on the floor. 


The case was reminiscent of 
four brutal robbery slayings in 
the same general area, none of 
which has been solved.

Q. My husband has sev- 
eral boxer shorts that are in 
perfect condition except for 
the elastic. I tried sewing 
new elastic on as I have done 
on my half-slips, but the re- 
sult was horrible.

A. Boxer shorts have elastic 
webbing around the waist, very 
different from the narrow elas- 
tic you have on your slips.

On 
the outside, pin one edge of 
elastic % inch ove rthe upper 
edge of shorts, placing mark- 
ings of elastie—at center front 
and sides, lapping ends of elas- 
tic % inch at center back.

A Woman’s Intuition 


Is Her Best Weapon 


By JEAN ROONEY 


Talk and intuition, two feminine prerogatives, become life-or- 
death weapons for the woman in danger. 


Today’s woman faces many pleasant developments, products

of the space age. She also faces terrifying products of these high- 
pressure times—crimes of violence. 


And in more and more cases, a woman becomes the victim. 


A man forces his way into her car at night at a lonely inter- 
section, intent on physical violence. 


She walks home from a meeting or movie, alone on a quiet 
street. A man planning physical attack steps out of the shadows. 


She steps out of her garage to be seized by a strange man. 
What is her best defense? Should she scream, fight, run? 


Psychiatrists, researching the mental background of both the 
victim and the attacker, have theories worth any woman’s con- 
sideration. 


There are no pat rules, two experts in the field, Dr. Trajan 
E. Shipley, practising Atlanta psychiatrist, and Dr. Raymond F. 
Sletto, visiting professor of sociology-psychology at Emory Uni- 
versity, quickly assert. 


TWO BUILT-IN WEAPONS 


But two good weapons come built into feminine make-up: 
Talk and intuition. 


“In most cases, the attacker has no intent of injuring the 
woman,” Dr. Sletto, whose home base is Ohio State University, 
consoles slightly. | 


Whereas, in the case of facing a burglar alone, experts advise 
be quiet and pretend to be asleep, they advise quiet talk—if pos- 
sible—with the physical assaulter. 


Talk to stall for time, they urge. 


The assaulter is a mentally deranged person, to a greater or 
lesser degeree, and time works for the victim. 


“The first few moments offer the maximum danger,” Dr. 
Shipley explains. 


If you can keep rational, you have a chance of bringing the 
attacker back to rationality and normal behavior. 


Circumstances make all the difference, both agree. Scream 
if help is close. 


But a scream, especially in the form of a threat, can be ex- 
tremely dangerous. For instance: 


‘My busband will kill you for this.” 


This brings fear of apprehension and the urge to quiet the 
victim permanently. 


TYPES OF ASSAULTERS 
Dr. Sletto divides assaulters of women into categories: 
1, The demented person who doesn’t know what he is doing. 


2. The teen-ager or immature person who has “‘failed to make 
a satisfactory sexual adjustment.”’ 


3. The “hostile” assaulter, who hates women in general and 


gets satisfaction from harming them. 


The woman must try to judge which type she is facing and 


base her response accordingly. 


“A woman has an innate capacity to judge a man’s nature,” 
Dr. Sletto says. 


A second defense is pretending to acquiese, he believes. 


“Any attempt at physical resistance is dangerous,” he cau- 
tions, unless a woman knows judo or has unusual physical strength. 


“Each case differs, of course, but to a great extent the at- 
tacker wants resistance as part of the thrill,” both experts believe.

“I did not actively participate 
in our heroic revolution, but I 
suffered the ageny of those who 
did. There were no innocent by- 
standers in Cuba. We were 
fierce, though forcefully silent.” 


Their letters were long, 
poured out of full hearts. 
Through them ran a repeated 
denial of communism. All 


ardent Catholics, these people 
smarted under the rumor that 


Communism was the true god of 
their beloved Fidel. 


“Don’t let people tell you that 
our rebels are Communists,”’ 
one of them wrote, in evident 
‘hope that it would find publica- 
tion. “I have seen religious 
medals at their throats, under 
their long beards, and rosary 
beads tied to their machine gun 
magazines. We have seen them 
make the sign of the cross. as 
they passed a church on their 
victory march, an unconscious 
gesture of long habit. No, they 
are not Communists. They were 
ordinary men, turned into brave 
warriors by their ideals, into 
heroes by their actions.’”* - 


Then, too soon,. the letters 
stopped coming. This Christmas 
there was one card; with the 
names signed simply. 


In only two years, this fiery 
exaltation has been throttled to

whether or not the University of 
Georgia will continue to operate 
as an educational institution, 


5-DAY MINIMUM 


Rep. Hall explained to forum 
members that the legal process 
of Georgia’s General Assembly 
will require a minimum of five 
days for actual enactment of an 
expected bill to amend the 
1956 Appropriations Act, which 
prohibits the spending of state 
funds at an integrated college. 


Rep. Matthews added that he 
is among legislators anxious for 
the bill to be introduced imme- 
diately, and that he would urge 
its passage through the House 
Tuesday. 


Pointing out that a function of 
his office is to ‘administer 
whatever laws are passed,” Dr. 
Purcell said that if the same 
circumstances currently in ex- 
istence at the university should 
occur in the public schools, “the 
same situation would apply,” 
in relation to state funds for 
continued operation. He said 
that he hopes the legislature 
will amend both provisions of 
the appropriations act at the 
same time. 


STATE’S ADVANTAGE 
“This will be to the state’s ad- 
vantage as far as the public 


schools are concerned,” he de- 
clared. 


A United Churchwoman repre- 
sentative who said the women 
of Georgia “shrink with horror 
at the thought of the New Or- 
leans situation happening here,” 
wanted to know how the state’s 
teachers view the current prob- 
lem. Dr. Purcell recalled that 
“at their last general meeting, 
the majority of the teachers 
voted to keep the schools open.” 


Another forum member asked 
if there is any plan to provide 
counseling for teachers on how 
to handle the situation in the 
classroom. 


“Tl trust,” Dr. Purcell said, 
‘that this will be worked out in 
each school system.” 


Sen. Jernigan discussed other 
educational problems, particu- 
larly recommendations of the 
Joint Committees on Teacher 
Education. Among the first 
was the committee’s request 
that teacher’ salaries’ be 
brought up at least to the na- 
tional average “in the earliest 
possible time.”’ He pointed out 
that Georgia’s salary scale for 
teachers is about $1,400 per 
year below the national aver- 
age. 


Salary Increments 


“At the present time,” he 
continued, “teachers can earn 
salary increments in only two 
ways—experience up to nine 
years, and advanced graduate 
study. Increments for experi- 


ence should be extended to at | 


least 15 years. Salary incre- 
ments for professional improve- 
ments in addition to advanced 
graduate study should be added 
to the schedule.” 

Sen. Jernigan said “it was 
evident to the committees that 
the facilities in most of our 
public teacher training institu- 
tions are below the standards 
of the other units at their col- 
leges or universities.”’ 


He said it was urgently rec- 
ommended that the University 
of Georgia “‘be provided a new 
building for the College of Edu- 
cation, including an adequate 
department of industrial arts 
and a department of psychol- 
ogy,’ and that “‘every other-unit 
in the University System give 
equal importance to providing 
adequate modern facilities for 
their teacher education units.” 

“If the prestige and status of 
teachers is to be raised,’’ he 
observed, “the teacher training 
facilities at the university, and 
other institutions within the 
University System, must be 
equally in keeping with the fa- 
cilities of other colleges and 
schools on the same campus.” 


TEST EMPHASIS 


The women were told that 
*“‘much emphasis is being placed 
on tests and examinations in all 
areas in the field of teacher 
education, both nationwide and 
in Georgia.”” It was pointed out 


On Current Problems in Education 


that “while tests may be a 
guide toward improvment, they 
don’t give the whole answer, 
and should be used with great 
care.” 


Sen. Jernigan added that “‘if 
the teaching profession is to be 
upgraded, and is to command 
more professional recognition, 
teachers themselves must be 
ready to prove their ability by 
submitting their competence to 
tests and professional ratings, 
as do lawyers, doctors, engi- 
neers, etc.” 


He said the committees ‘‘be- 
lieve that such tests as given to 
teachers to determine their 
competence should be given as 
teachers enter the profession, 
rather than to wait for years 
and then apply a test to de- 
termine whether or not the 
teacher is competent to do the 
job he is doing.”

Due to m¥ late start in the pro ranks, maximum opportunity 
and money are my paramount interests. And that’s what the AFL 
is offering. 


“The AFL assures maximum opportunity” says the pamphlet. 
“Statistics indicate that in the older, established leagues, an av- 
erage of less than five rookies are retained from the 20 and 30 who 
report to training camp. Conversely, during the 1960 season, an av- 
erage of 19 rookies were included in the 35-man rosters of the AFL 
clubs. The stiucture of the AFL, particularly in the next two years, 
will be bulwarked with outstanding college players and statistics 
would indicate that a 1960 graduate will have triple the opportunity 
in the AFL of making the club and reaching stardom (and the re- 
sulting robust pay check.)”’

FOR YOUR OWN GOOD! Do not allow yourself to be talked 
into signing a contract.” 


That did it. No one enjoys hard-nosed head knocking any more 
than I—so long as other citizens are doing .the knocking.
